Admits Kidnaping 


of Paid Wendel 


Suspect C o n f e s s e s He 


Was One of Three Who 


Tortured Him 


NEW YORK.-Paul H. Wcndel's fan- 


tastic story of being kidnaped and tor- 
tured into "confessing" the Lindbergh 
kidnapin-murder was confirmed Sun- 
day night. Martin Schlosaman con- 
fessed shortly after 10 p. m.'that he 
was one of rthrec men who snatched 
the disbarred lawyer nnd took him to 
a Shecpshead Bay house where, for 
10 days, he was subjected to painful 
treatment which resulted in the false 
confession. 


Schlossmnn's confession followed a 


day of persistent grilling by District 
Attorney William F. X. Googhan, aid- 
ed by Wendel. It was Wendcl's oft- 
repeated descriptions of the torture 
chamber that finally forced Schloss- 
man to admit his guilt, the prosecutor 
said. Geoghan 
announced Schloss- 


man would bo booked for kidnaping. 


After Sehlossman's statement had 


been taken down by 
police steno- 


graphers, Geoghan sent home Sehloss- 
man's wife, Fay, and her brother, Sid- 
ney Bieefcld, who also underwent 
long questioning. It was said they 
probably would be called as witnesses 
before the grand jury. 


The announcement concerning Sch- 


lossman followed a disclosure that four 
detectives chartered a plane Sunday 
afternoon and flew to Detroit to pick 
up two fugitives in the case. They arc 
Murray Dleefeld, brother of Mrs. Sch- 
lo.ssman, and Harry Weiss, also of 
Brooklyn, identified by Wendel from 


photographs fla his jailers. 


In his statement, «* released by 


Qcoghnn, Schlossmon admitted he was 
tho driver of the sedan in which Won- 
dol was spirited from Manhattan to 
Brooklyn. 


'Schlossman was quoted us admitting 


also that he helped construct a rude 
torture sent in which Wendel wns kept 
chained during a great part of hist 
captivity. But he denied taking part 
in the torture.
